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was an. honourable Way of abandoning a Siege which 
laſted four Months without Succeſs; nor had it done 
much Execution among the Engliſh, for it coſt them in 
the whole but 373 Men. The Suſpenflon of Arms was 
ſigned therefore on the 23d of June. But when the Siege 
was on the Point of being entirely raiſed, and the Pre- 
Jiminaries to be ratify'd in Form, Spain ſtarted more 
Difficulties, and urged new Pretenſions. When the Re- 
ſtitution of the South-Sea Company's Ship, taken at Vera 
Cruz, even before Spain was in War with the Engliſh, was 
demanded, Spain refuſed to conſent to it, and the Hoſti- 
Iities began again between the Ships of the two Nations, 
This was ſtifling the Hopes of an approaching Peace in 
Embryo; for Spain was ſe bigotted to its own Councils, 
that it would neither hearken to thoſe of the Imperial 
Embaſſador, who had new Inſtructions, nor to thoſe of 
the Dutch Miniſter, who did all that lay in their Power 
to bring that Crown to a right Underſtanding. Its Re- 
ſentment againſt France hinder'd that Crown from em- 
ploying its good Offices for that End: By this Means 
the Negatiation was embarraſſed, and Europe again 
plunged in the, — of an unavoidable War, 


During this, dy'd that Great KING, to whoſe In- 
fluence the then happy Proſpett of a Peace was owing. 
He ſet out for Hanover to enjoy the Fruit of his Labours 
in Peace, or to undertake freſh Toils for the Good of 
the common Cauſe, when Death ſnatch'd him from his 

ood Intentions, and from the Prayers of all Europe, 
t was on the 22d of June, (N. S.) that GEORGETI. 
King of Ereat Britain, Duke. of Brunſwick- Lunenburg, 
Elector end. Arch-Treaſurer of the Empire, departed 
this Life, at that very Criſis, when the World expected 
the greateſt Things from him. His Death was preceded 
on the 17th of May by that of Catharine, Empreſs of all 
Ruſſia, whoſe Deſigns, till prevented by England, had 
no leſs excited the Attention of all Europe in another 
Senſe. Various were the Apprehenſions founded on the 
Demiſe of theſe two Monarchs. But that which fol- 
lowed upon the Death of the firſt was of no long Dura- 
tion. It made Reom upon the Throne of Great Britain 
for a new King, in whom were revived, with all his 
Father's Virtues, his happy Diſpoſitions for the Preſer- 
vation of the publick Tranquillity, How joyful was 
England to ſee GEORGE II. the Delight of his Peo- 
. ye, give the ſtrongeſt Aſſurances in his firſt moſt gra- 
cious 
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cious Declaration from the Throne, That the Hafpineſs 
of his Subjects ſhould be his own, and the Preſervation of 
their Rights and Privileges, his chief Glory ! How muſt it 
rejoyce the Hanover Allies, to hear it declared by this 
Prince, That as the Alliances into which the King his Father 
had entered, had contributed to the Reftoration of the Tran- 
quillity, and the Preſervation of the Balance of Power in 
Europe, ke would endeavour to cultivate thoſe Alllances, 
and to advance and per fect 2 Work But how mor- 
tifying mult it be to the Diſaffected, who hoped to pre- 
vail upon this Alteration of Government, to find, that 
the former Plans were purſued, - and that the Pretender, 
in whoſe Favour they had made ſuch a Buſtle, did not 
dare to ſhew his Head; and that the ſame Spirit govern- 
ed, and, if poſſible, with more Concert and Unanimity ! 
GEORGE II. j>yn'd with him on the Throne a Prin- 
ceſs, born like himſelf for Crowns, but who was 'wiſe 
enough to ſacrifice them to Religion; and who is an 
Example to others alſo to make the ſame Sacrifice. 
What a Happineſs to the Proteſtant Cauſe is ſo perfect an 
Union! All Hearts flew to their Feet-to pay them Ho- 
mage, and if there were two Parties in Enyland, the only 
Diſpute between them was, which ſhould give the great-

But though the Death of 6 EO RGE I. made no Al- 
teration in England, yet a great one enſued in RuH i 
by the Death of the Empreſs Catharbe. With her were 
bury'd thoſe Projects which endanger'd the Peace of the 
North. The young Emperor, Heir to the Virtues, as 
well as Name of Peter the Great, was no ſooner upon the 
Throne, than the new Miniſtry form'd other Maxims 
and Views, The Prince, who was at the Head of Af- 
fairs, having nothing at Heart but the Advancement of 
himſelf and his Family, ſacrific'd every Thing to this 
Deſign. As long as Catharine liv'd, he had Regard to 
her Views, in Favour of another Prince, whom the late 
Emperor had ally'd to his Family. As ſoon as ſhe was 
Dead, the Jealouſy he had of this Prince broke out. 
He managed it ſo that he ſet him againſt the Duke, 
and oblig'd him to retire to his Hereditary Dominions. 
Then finding no Enemy in the Field, his Ambition was 
no leſs than to marry his Daughter to the Emperor, and 
to get that Prince declared of Age, in Order; under his 
Name, to exerciſe an abſolute Authority in the Empire.

V. Immediately after the Signing of theſe Articles, 
all Acts of Hoſtility ſhall entirely ceaſe.

PROCEEDINGS of the Firſt Seſſion of the Seventh 
Parliament of Great Britain, ſummoned to mcet at Weſt- 
minſter the 28th of November 1727, and from thence 
continued, by ſeveral Prorogations, 10 the 234 of Ja- 
nuarv 1724, in the Firſt Year of the Reign of King 


HE Parliament being met at Weflmirfter the 23d 

of January, his Majeſty went to the Houſe of 
Peers, and being in his Royal Robes ſeated on the 
Throne with the uſual Solemnity, Sir Charles Dalton, 
Gentleman-Uſher of the Black Rod, was ſent with a 
Meſſage to the Houſe of Commons, commanding their 
Attendance in the Houſe of Peers. The Commons be- 
ing come thither, his Majefty fignify'd his Pleaſure to 
them by the Lord High Chancellor, that they ſhould, 
return to their Houſe and chuſe their Speaker, and pre- 
ſent him to his Majeſty on Saturday the 27th, at One 
a-Clock, The Commons being returned accordingly, 
unanimouſly choſe Arthur Onſlow, Eſq; to be their 
Speaker: And on Saturday the 27th, the King being 
come again to the Houſe of Peers, and the Commons 
being ſent for up, and attending, they preſented their 
Speaker for his Majeſty's Approbation. Hereupon Mr. 


Onſlow, in a, very handſome. Speech, modeſtly endea- 
Ar vour'd to diſqualify himſelf : But his Excuſes not be- 
the ing admitted, the King approved the Choice the Com-
